Manager Richard Bowen un- 
veiled the first true ‘‘manager's 
budget’’ in the history of the new 
charter and predicted that what he 
recommends will necessitate a $1 
increase in the present $33 tax 
rate, 

In previous years no budget 
has come out of Town Hall until 
after the Finance Committee has 
acted upon it, What was introduced 
last week is, however, Bowen's 
budget, developed in discussion 
and pruning sessions with depart- 
ment heads and prepared for Town 
Meeting, 

It, along with any forthcoming 
Finance Committee recommenda= 
tions, is what voters will be asked 
to consider in March, 

What it boils down to is a total 
budget of $5,368,991, an increase 
of- $354,057 over that adopted in 
1964, 

Some downward revision will be 
possible now that the School De-

Centralized 
Accounting 
Bowen Topic 


Being very careful to sidestep 
any real discussion of a future for 
centralized purchasing, school 
officials sat down Tuesday with 
Town Manager Richard Bowen to 
discuss the planned for automation 
of municipal accounting, 

Bowen described the general 
process that is to be involved in 
routing a purchase order in and 
out of Town Hall for posting, He 
discussed also the value of 
financial data that will be available 
as a by-product of semi-automa- 
tion, pointing out that department 
heads will be perpetually abreast 
of their department’s financial 
condition, 

The meeting ended with School 
Committee members generally ex- 
pressing the feeling that the talk 
had eliminated some of their con- 
cern about automation giving Town 
Hall a toe hole for interference 
with school finances, Committee- 
man William Doherty asked the 
manager point blank: ‘“‘Is it the 
manager’s intent to help the School 
Department or hamstring it?*’ 

Bowen told the group that basic’ 
to a centralized accounting sys- 
tem is the assumption that for 
every municipal financial transac- 
tion there must be written authori- 
zation, Except in the case of 
genuine emergencies i.e, boiler 
breakdowns, vehicular breakdowns 
etc.) this would mean that pur- 
chasing would have to be planned 
far enough ahead to permit the 
system to work, he said, 

Settled at Tuesday’s meet. 
was the question of who should 
budget for a piece of interim book- 
keeping equipment offered the 
School Department by the Board 
of Selectmen, 

In a legal opinion, Town Counsel 
Fredric S, O’Brien ruled that the 
machine should be leased through 
the manager’s office in view ofhis 
charter responsibilities for pur- 
chasing, Up to now the item has

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Karly Compromises 


Every youngster who lifts a package of gum on his way 
to school or helps himself to the ballpoint pens at the 
paper store is not headed for a life of cnime. Even if he 
— or she — becomes involved with petty thievery ata 
more sophisticated level, taking jewelry and clothing for 
the sport of it can be assumed he will likely sidestep 


ultimate degradation. 


But the youth who shoplifts may be well on his way to 
a life of compromises, and this is what makes the volume 
and type of teenage pilfering reported in Andover 


Significant. 


It is customary in a small community, one seldom 
touched by big crime, to live comfortably with the delusion 
that the problems of the times will invariably find mass 
respectability a formidable barrier, The frequency with 
which this barrier proves inadequate is seldom known out- 
side the confines of the police department, the cleric’s 
office or the social worker’s file. Consequently it is not 


unusual that some should 


consider the sort of report 


printed by the Townsman two weeks ago on the subject of 
teenage shoplifting ‘‘exaggerated’’ . . . Andover has more 
reason than many a town to feel ‘‘Jt can’t happen here.’’ 
Admittedly, there are no statistics, no neat records on 
apprehended shoplifters to factually Support the contention 
of worried merchants that juvenile pilferage has taken on 
a new dimension, and that it should not be ignored. Those 
who want to minimize it, want to measure it in terms of 
their own dollar and cent losses. Those who want the 
problem recognized are more concerned that the young 
people involved be made to see that shoplifting is a 


crime, not a game. 


There may be more reason 


than embarrassed 


parents know for the fact that a great many young people 
do not regard petty thievery as stealing — and that this 
lack of regard for the possessions and rights of others is 
sometimes translated into property destruction. It must 
be difficult for the youngster who sees his father assemble 
a hi-fi set or make an addition to his home with items 
“‘borrowed’’ from his employer to focus on a sharp distinc- 


tion between right and wrong. 


We applaud the Chamber of Commerce for its early fall 
inclination to pull school, church and community leaders 
into open discussion of this particular juvenile problem in 
an attempt to formulate an all-out attack on the attitudes 
that encourage it. We urge such a move. 

Some uniformity of opinion on how youngsters who are 
caught stealing should be handled — a merchants’ policy 
that would beas much concerned with the welfare of the 
youngsters as the protection of inventory — should be 
formulated. Police and most merchants agree that just 


seeing merchandise is returned to the shelf is in 


many 


cases too little ‘‘punishment’’ to be corrective. 

Teenage shoplifting is not a major law enforcement 
problem in Andover, but it does happen. Those involved 
rarely steal to satisfy a physical need. 

It is this question of motivation that needs to be 
examined before the business community decides whether 
or not it is profitable — for everyone — to continue with 
the present ‘‘under the rug’’ approach to dealing with 


young shoplifters.

Here We Go Again 
Town Considers Afresh 
The Fate Of Town Hall 


(A Townsman News Feature) 

A mire of mis-information, suspicions and innuendos developed 
this week as officials and kibitzers moved to assess and dissect the 
proposal made by Danton Realty Trust that the town of Andover lease 
space in its $1 million Standard International Building, 

Developers John Davidson and Phideas Dantos and Town Manager 
Richard Bowen added to the confusion by reworking their figures on 
space and cost estimates, bringing the gross per square foot offer 
to $2.30 by mid-week, 


And the eight-member com=- 
mittee appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen to make a decision on 
the proposal by Feb, 8, tripped 
over semantics in attempting to 
narrow the confines of their two- 
week inquiry. They were charged 
with making a recommendation 
based on “‘economic feasibility,"’ 

This does not mean, said David- 
son this week, that the committee 
is bound to decide whether the 
‘principal of leasing appeals to 
them, whether there might be legal 
complications forthe municipality, 
whether the Legislature would push 
the necessary bill through in time 
for Danton’s spring ground break- 
ing schedule, whether the architec- 
ture of the new building is good 
for a town hall or whether, if the 
town is to lease, it should put the 
whole proposition out for bids, 

All the committee is supposed 
to do, says Davidson, is decide 
if the lease plan offered is a 
practical solution to the town's 
need for improved quarters, 

The committee, on the other 
hand, has drawn a broader base 
for itself, Meeting Tuesday, it 
responded (almost in toto) to 
Chairman Robert Neikirk’s suge 
gestion that if the group is tocome 
up with a money answer it must 
consider four basic points and 
various alternatives: 

1, Establish that there is a need, 
which Neikirk admits is not too 
difficult considering that for at 
least 20 years other boards and 
committees have ruled that Town 
Hall, as it is, has outgrown its 
usefulness, 

2, Establish the scope of the 
space needs, 

3. Consider the various means 
by which the space needs can be
